WASHINGTON—For two weeks 
the Air Force's Strategic Air 
Command has broadened the 
coverage of its air alert test 
operations in Polar regions and 
across the Atlantic. Thus B52 jet 
bombers, presumably armed with 
nuclear weapons, have been en- 
gaged in air probes that range 
beyond the usual routes for 


strategic aircraft that are based 
in the United States. 


To facilitate the increase in 
coverage, three or four KC135 
jet tankers have been flown to 
bases in Spain and _ stationed 
there for the time being. 


A few big tankers have been 
sent to other bases in order to 
permit a geographical extension 
in the test air alert operations. 
Sources would not identify any 
but the Spanish bases as tempo- 
rary stations for the strategic 
tankers. 


These tankers are used for air 
refueling so that the U.S. jet 
bombers need not land at foreign 
bases to refuel. 


The broadened air alert test is 
called Operation Chrome Dome. 
It is an expansion of a practice 
exercise instituted earlier this 
year in response to demands for 
a full air alert. 


Some Air Force leaders with 
congressional backing called for 
a sizable force of strategic 
bombers to be kept in the air at 
all times. This would make it 
possible to retaliate swiftly 
against any enemy attack. It 
would also assure that a consid-

Faints in Auto, 


Hospitalized 


Allegan, Mich. (UPI)—Clare E. 
Hoffman, Michigan’s senior mem- 
ber of the House of Representa- 
tives, is being held for observa- 
tion in an Allegan hospital Fri- 
day following a fainting spell. 

The 87-year-old Fourth District 
Republican apparently fainted 
Thursday while driving alone to 
a favorite duck hunting post in 
the Ottawa Marsh. 


His car went off the road a few 
mile- north of Allegan and stop- 
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bombarded the capital city 


At least five Americans were 
reported among the 25 to W pas- 
sengers aboard the Constellation 
airliner.

All opposition can- 
didates withdrew in protest this 
week against lack of political 
freedom in Portugal. 


The hijacking came while the 
airline pilot, Capt. Jose Marceli- 
no, was talking by radio with the 
Lisbon airport control tower, get- 
ting landing instructions. Their 
conversation ceased abruptly and 
the pilot said later he was forced 
to fly to Tangier. 


J. G. Reinhardt, Seattle, Wash., 
said he noticed that things were 
“abnormal” aboard the plane and 
queried the hostess. She told him 
to remain calm but whispered

CARRIED BUNDLES

Sewell of the Sewell Dairy Supply Company to ‘‘shew cause” Nov. 20 
why his Milk and Cream Broker’s License should not be ‘‘suspended 


or revoked”’ in connection with the seizure of unlabeled, unidentified | 
milk powder in Savannah Tuesday. 


Campbell’s order listed _ five 
reasons for the seizure and 
charged Sewell with the ‘‘ship- 
ping, storing and possessing” the 
600 pounds of powdered milk. 
The five ‘specific violations’’ 
listed as reasons for the seizure: 


“1. No permit number author- 
izing the movement of said 
powder stenciled, marked or 
otherwise indicated on the bags. 


“2. No grading certificate cov- 
ering the shipment so as to indi- 
cate the grade or quality of the 
powder. 

“3. No invoice to show the 
origin or destination of the 
powder. 

“4. Inconsistent statements by 
the person in possession thereof, 
and further, his statements to the 
effect that the powder was to 
be delivered to a designated plant 
in Macon, Georgia, that was un- 
known and nonexistent. 


“5. Otherwise failing and _ re- 
fusing to comply with the laws 
and rules and regulations per- 
taining to the movement of milk 


milk powder.”’

thereby be set requiring this court to sus- 
tain legislation fixing the price of all 
products vital to human life and health, 
yes, including medical services which 
most vitally affect the life and health of 
the people of the state.”

This has re- 
sulted in considerable increase in costs 
of this program. 

Savannah producers and distributors 
recently voted to discontinue abiding by 
price controls. Price of milk immediately 
dropped to 22 cents a quart from 28 cents. 
Whether the vote sticks is a matter of 
speculation but there has been no ruinous 
price war. Should the experiment be con- 
tinued long enough, the results could be 
surprising, setting an example that would 
benefit the dairy industry in general. 

Meanwhile, the court’s decision in 1951 
and Justice Duckworth’s comments apply 
equally to today’s situation.

Mental Health Program 
Needs Local Support 


Georgia's strides in the mental health 
field received well-deserved attention 
when Gov. Vandiver addressed the Gov- 
ernor’s Conference in Chicago.

Georgia still has a long way to go if it 
is to reach the governor’s objective of the 
state having a mental health program sec- 
ond to none in the nation.

President Must 
Decide on Tests © 


The Soviet nuclear explosions in the open 
air have posed the question of our resumption 
of testing in the open air. The President's state- 


ment of Nov. 2 deals with this question and defines it accurately. 


Since the Soviet Union has bro- 
ken off the negotiations for a 
treaty, the United States must de- 
cide for itself whether, when, 
how, and how often it needs to 
conduct open air tests in order 
to protect its vital interests. 

Our paramount responsibility is 
to maintain the nuclear force 
needed to preserve without ques- 
tion the nuclear balance of power. 
If we do that, co-existence will 
continue to be practised and a 
world war will continue to be 
highly improbable. We can never 
take the chance of losing the race 
of armaments, and the question 
of testing must be decided by 
that criterion. 

This is the position taken by 
the President. He will resume 
testing in the open air if and as 
it is necessary to the main- 
tenance of our ‘‘relative position."’ 


The decisions will have to be 


made by the President, and not 
by public debate. It is not only 
because the President has the fi- 
nal responsibility. It is also be- 
cause he is the only man with 
complete access to all the know- 
able facts. 

To test or not to test will not 
be one decision but many. There 
will be a long series of questions 
to be decided specifically in the 


circumstances. Only the President 
can make these decisions because 
only he can know the true con- 
dition of our own armaments and 
of our own technological capa- 
bility. Also, he knows. what our 
best intelligence believes about 
affairs in the Soviet Union. 


It is almost certainly true that 
the more tests there are by both 
nuclear powers, the more the gap 
—which is now in our favor— 
will tend to close. 

This will be a consideration of 
the greatest importance as the 
President makes his decisions. 
There is no doubt that he must 
test if and when it is clear to 
him that our relative position is 
involved. 

But these occasions will be com- 
paratively rare. There are likely 
to be many more times when the 
issue is not clear, when it would 
be merely interesting and con- 
venient to test, when testing would 
help a bit this tactical purpose 
or that, although no clear stra- 
tegic purpose is involved. 

At these times, the other, coun- 
tervailing, consideration will 
come into play. We will not want 
unnecessarily to accelerate the 
equalizing effect, of repeated test- 
ing. For we are ahead and they 
are coming up from behind,

Handling of Rifle 
Woodsman’s Mark

Once more we are in the middle of a hunting season. Reports 
_ have already come in to indicate that carelessness with guns will 
take its annual toll of human lives. In our own and in several 
states around us, the usual flurry of hunting acci- 
dents is underway. Some have been fatal, others

Properly handled, a shotgun or rifle can be a 
source of much pleasure and relaxation to any 
fellow who loves the outdoors. Carelessly or stu- 
it is potentially an instrument of 7 


pidly used, 
destruction. 


You can always tell how good a woodsman 
any fellow is, by the way he handles his gun. The 
more experienced he is, the more respect he has 
for the killing power of any shell, from a .22 to 
a magnum, and the less chance he is going to 
give his rifle or his shotgun to kill or maim him- 


self or others.

Even if you don’t know much about firearms, you can spot it 
instantly if a fellow is careful with the gun in his hand. He never 
allows the muzzle to be pointed toward anyone—whether it is 
loaded or unloaded. That is a habit he has allowed himself to get 
into, and generally you'll find the business end of his gun pointed 
into the ground, or preferably skyward, where its load will fan 
empty air if it is accidentally discharged. 


Safety No Real Assurance 


All guns have safety devices. Often a shooter who doesn’t 
know anything about firearms except how to pull the trigger, 
thinks that as long as his safety is on, there is no way a shell can 
be fired. Too late sometimes, he finds out that a gun will shoot 
whether the safety is on or off. The safety only locks the trigger 


and keeps you from pulling it. 


Nothing stands between that powerful spring that jerks the 
hammer against the firing pin to explode the shell. A heavy jar 


can often set it off—or a light 
mechanism worn. 


jar if the gun is old and the 


Even worse, some fellows I know who do only a limited amount 
of hunting, keep the safety off all the time they are in the field. 
All that it takes then to set that shell off, is a touch of the trigger, 


or catching it on a briar or twig. 


Keeping the safety off all the time you are hunting is one of 
the most dangerous habits you can form. All experienced hunters 
I know, wait until they are ready to put that gun to the shoulder 
and pull the trigger, before the safety is snapped off. 


There’s plenty of time, and 
safety right, you may even come 
skin.

Scott Honor System Eliminates 


Student Cheating, Arouses Pride 


Honor systems at many 
schools are laughing stock. ‘““The 
teachers have the honor, we 
have the system,” said one 
teenager in summing up the 
system at her school. 


But at Agnes Scott College in 
Decatur, the honor system is 
no jesting matter. 


“It was one of the things 
that caused me to come here, 
and I’m completely for it,” 
commented one student, ex- 
pressing the view of many of 
her classmates. 


A recent poll of the Scott stu- 
dent body on the subject of 
cheating revealed some amaz- 
ing facts about student cheat- 
ing. im-general, Of the 231 stu- 
dents participating, the survey 
showed that over half came 
from large public high schools 
of 1,000 students or more. 


Three-fifths came from high 
schools where over half of the 
student body cheated. Sixteen 
per cent came from. schools 
where over 90 per cent of the 
students cheated. 


Seventy-five per cent of those 
polled had cheated at least once 
in high school, although for 
most of them it was the excep- 
tion, not the rule. 

However, in talking with 
members of the Scott faculty 
and administration, it was dis- 
covered that not one could re- 
member a single case of cheat- 
ing. Student government files 
did not reveal any cases of 
cheating either. 

When questioned about the 
success of the honor system, 
Dean C. Benton Kline expressed 


the belief that it is due to the 
atmosphere of trust in the stu- 


SIGN PLEDGE 


Before a student comes to 
Scott, she signs the following 
pledge, adopting the honor 
system: 


“As a member of the Stu- 
dent Government Association of 
Agnes Scott College, I consider 
myself bound by honor to de- 
velop and to uphold high stand- 
ards of honesty and behavior: 
to strive for full intellectual 
and moral statute; to realize my 
social and academic responsi- 
bility in the community. To at- 
tain these ideals, I do therefore 
accept this Honor System as. 
my way of life.” 


Not only is the honor system 
popular with students, the facul- 
ty likes it equally as well. They 
give out quizzes and leave the 
room. The system relieves them 
of having to monitor tests. 


STUDENTS MAKE RULES 


Agnes Scott students are en- 
tirely self-governed. A standing 
Rules Committee, up of 
several members of the Execu- 
tive Committee of Student Gov- 
ernment, meets regularly to dis- 
cuss suggestions from the stu- 
dent body and to exchange ideas 
with the administration. 


The committee is also respon- 
sible for enforcing the rules 
they make. Students are ex- 
pected to turn themselves in 
for an infringement of the hon- 
or system.

Shakesperian Drama 


Comes Alive for Students 


Shakespearian drama, long. the 
thorn in the flesh of many a high school 
student, is taking on new meaning for 
English students at O’Keefe High 
School this year. 


The idea of making a Shakespeare 
Theater to use while studying his works 
occurred to students in Mrs. Clara 
Dunn’s theatrical group, the Claradunn 
Players, after she showed them a draw- 
ing of Shakespeare’s Globe Theater 
made by a former student. 


“Why can’t we do the same thing in 
3-D?” they asked. 


From there they proceeded to put 
all their creativity and ingenuity to 
work to come up with the first theater 
of its kind that Mrs. Dunn says she 
has ever heard of. 


STUDENTS APPROVE 


Opening last Monday, the theater 
has won the hardy approval of stu- 
dents in Mrs. Dunn’s three senior and 
two sophomore English classes. Part of 
this is due to the fact that most of them 
have had a part in its creation. 


Students have named the theater 
“The Box” since it is constructed en- 


tirely of small shipping boxes covered 


in wrapping mene. On the front they 
have to-life designs, using 
water colors nad crayons. 


“The only thing I asked of the stu- 
dents was that their work be correct,” 
explained Mrs. Dunn. “They spent 


much time in careful research before 
actually constructing the theater.” 


Christine Digby, who was chairman 
of the project, and Darlene Mobley fig- 
ured out all of the proportions. Though 
it is smaller than life-size, ‘“The Box’”’ is 
still no table model. Overall it stands 
about 15 feet. Divided into levels, as 
was the original Globe Theater, each 
level is approximately five feet hich. 


Figures of all the actors in the two 
dramas “Julius Caesar” and “Mac- 
beth,” the two tragedies the English 
classes study, were also made from 
boxes. As the class studies scenes from 
the two plays, the appropriate charac- 
ters are placed on the stage. 

Ingenuity in the use of materials has 
given the theater a realstic appearance. 
Curtains, drawn on pulleys, were made 
from old stage curtains. Columns for 
the theater were made from cardboard 
funnels that once held linoleum. 
MACBETH’S GHOST 


For the banquet scene in “Macbeth” 
where the ghost appears, a pulley has 
been rigged up for pulling the ghost 
across the stage. 

Time devoted to the project has 
been strictly the student’s own. “No 
work on this project was done during 
classtime,” Mrs. Dunn emphasized. 

About 100 students participated in 
the three-week venture. 


“This project has made the differ- 
ence between just reading pen 
and actually experienced and ' 
it,” Mrs. Dunn concluded.
